To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Maldon. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  information 
the  annual  report  of  the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1970. 

This  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Officers 
Regulations  1959  and  Circular  1/71  of  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  put  it  on  record  that 
the  general  health  of  the  residents  of  Maldon  is  good.  No  serious 
infections  diseases  were  reported  and  the  incidence  of  measles, 
which  reached  mini-epidemic  proportions  in  some  other  areas,  was 
low.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  is  too  small 
for  the  raised  incidence  rate  compared  to  the  notional  rote  to 
be  significant.  Finally,  the  outbreak  of  Infective  Jaundice, 
mentioned  in  my  last  report,  declined  in  1970  and  only  six  coses 
were  notified. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
was  13?260,  an  increase  of  340  over  the  1  9&9  figure.  This  is  a 
satisfactory  growth  rate  of  2.63  per  cent,  though  only  one  sixth  of 
the  total  was  due  to  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths. 

Live  births  totalled  239?  exactly  the  same  number  as  in  1969? 
and  as  a  result  there  was  a  slightly  lower  adjusted  birth  rate  per 

I, 000  population  of  10.9*  The  figure  dor  England  and  'ales  for 

1970  was  16.0. 

Total  deaths,  at  103,  were  19  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year.  The  adjusted  death  rate  per  1,000  population  fell  to  0.0 
and  compared  favourably  with  the  rate  in  the  country  as  a  whole  of 

II.  7»  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  higher  than  in  1969  and  was 
approximately  the  same  as  that  for  England  and  "'ales.  Once  again 
it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  no  woman  died  as  a 
result  of  pregnancy  or  childbirth,  including  abortion. 

A  separate  table  is  reproduced  showing  the  causes  of  death 
according  to  the  international  classification,  the  figures  for 
males  and  females  being  shown  separately.  Analysis  shows  that 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  including  strokes,  accounted 
for  84  deaths  or  46  per  cent  of  the  total.  This  is  a  slight 
reduction  on  the  1969  figure  of  51  per  cent.  Cancer  deaths  amounted 
to  33  (18  per  cent),  again  a  reduction  on  the  previous  year  (21 
per  cent) .  There  were  six  deaths  classified  as  accidental  and  three 
of  these  involved  motor  vehicles,  but  no  suicides  occurred.  Just 
over  52  per  cent  of  those  dying  during  the  year  were  aged  75  or  over. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  Secretary  for  their  unfailing  help  during  the  year;  to  the 
Chief  Officers  and  staff  of  the  other  departments  of  the  Council  for 
their  cooperation;  and  to  my  Secretary  for  her  assistance  during 
the  year  and  particularly  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

■ 
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WATER  SUFPLY 

During  the  year  199  million  gallons  of  water  were  supplied 
by  the  Council  partly  from  boreholes  within  the  borough  and 
partly  by  purchase  from  a  neighbouring  water  company.  A  piped 
supply  is  available  for  every  property. 

The  quality  is  regularly  checked  by  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis  and  was  found  to  be  consistently  high 
during  the  year.  No  serious  restriction  of  supply  had  to  be 
imposed,  but  the  situation  will  be  even  better  when  the  new 
million  gallon  reservoir  is  completed. 
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REPORT  OP  PUBLIC  HE/'LTH  INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  is  the  twentieth  year  for  which  I  have  prepared 
a  report  for  the  Council  and  I  find  that  the  pattern  of  the 
work  although  basically  the  same,  has  changed  in  emphasis  very 
much  in  that  period  of  time. 

The  report  for  1951  is  devoted  very  largely  to  matters 
concerned  with  elementary  drainage  and  sewerage,  night  soil 
disposal  and  the  elimination  of  unfit  housing.  The  year  under 
review  has  been  occupied  with  work  in  connection  with  planning 
considerations  affecting  the  well  being  and  health  of  the 
community,  nuisances  arising  from  noise  and  a  much  greater 
concern  for  a  satisfactory  standard  of  food  quality.  The 
following  paragraphs  give  details  of  various  aspects  of 
work  undertaken. 

General  Sanitation 

The  number  of  all  the  various  inspections  and  visits 
made  during  the  year  are  set  out  on  pages  14  and  15 

The  total  of  1964  which  shows  a  small  increase  as 
compared  with  the  total  for  1969?  indicates  a  welcome  trend, 
much  of  the  additional  work  was  occasioned  by  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  formal  complaints  to  a  total  of 
210  as  compared  with  146  for  the  previous  year. 

Public  Health  lets 


No  problems  of  any  consequence  hove  arisen  during  the 
year.  There  is  a  continued  need  for  inspection  and  vigilance 
to  eliminate  nuisances  and  remedy  causes  for  complaint.  Much 
of  this  work  arises  from  routine  inspections  and  observations 
noted  during  daily  surveillance  of  the  borough. 

It  is  still  possible  to  find  the  thoroughly  dirty  and 
neglected  house  and  only  by  continuous  pressure  and  advisory 
education  can  these  conditions  be  improved.. 

Housing  Acts 

Continued  quiet  progress  in  the  general  field  of 
housing  administration.  During  the  ye  r  three  individually 
unfit  houses  were  represented  and  action  finalised  to  secure 

their  closure. 

There  was  some  slowing  dov/n  in  the  time  necessary  to 
rehouse  tenants  from  unfit  properties,  but  this  was  only 
temporary. 

First  results  of  work  under  the  1969  Act  and  the  issue 
of  Qualification  Certificates  seem  to  indicate  that  the 
already  fit  houses  are  substantially  the  only  properties 
affected. 


Continued 


It  is  important  that  where  such  certificates  are 
sought,  the  condition  of  the  house  should  he  most  carefully 
scrutinised  in  order  that  every  item  of  disrepair  is 
required  to  he  properly  completed  before  a  certificate 
is  granted.  Any  failure  to  require  a  comprehensive 
reconditioning  can  only  result  in  the  tenant  lodging  a 
complaint  or  objection  and  give  rise  to  recrimination 
between  the  owner,  the  tenant  and  the  Council. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

One  large  premises  in  multiple  occupation  was 
represented  as  unfit  -nd  it  was  subsequently  agreed  that 
it  should  be  closed  as  unfit.  This  property  involved  five 
separate  tenancies. 

Drainage  &  Sewerage 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  properties  not 
connected  to  the  main  sewers  was  reduced  to  a  minimum,  the 
few  remaining  premises  being  outside  the  reach  of  the  sewers  due  to 
their  situation  in  respect  of  levels. 

The  Osea  Road  Sewage  works  were  undergoing  certain 
modifications  to  accommodate  increased  throughput  and  also  to 
attain  the  standard  of  effluent  suitable  to  be  discharged  into 
the  River  Blackwater. 

Refuse  Collection  "z  Pi spos al 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Engineer. 

Further  properties  were  brought  within  the  paper  sack 
system  of  collection  and  this  has  proved  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory. 

Difficulties  as  to  tipping  facilities  h^ve  continued,  the 
main  problem  being  lack  of  adequate  land  for  this  purpose. 


Noise 


The  nuisance  from  noise  is  becoming  much  more  a  matter  of 
concern  to  the  general  public  and  as  a  consequence  more  complaints 
were  received  in  respect  of  this  hazard  to  health. 


In  a  town  such  as  Maldon  with  a  volume  of  through  traffic 
the  nuisance  from  vehicular  noise  is  serious.  Improved  maintenance 
of  vehicles  would  produce  some  alleviation  of  these  conditions,  but 
by-pa S s  for  all  heavy  traffic  is  the  only  practical  long  term 

solution  to  the  problem. 


If  all  heavy  traffic  is  kept  out  of  the  town  centre, 
tolerable  noise  levels  can  be  attained.

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Rodent  Control 


This  work  is  undertaken  for  the  Council  by  a  Commercial  Company 
under  contract  and  the  service  is  quite  satisfactory. 

-All  private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of  charge  and  during 
the  year  ninety  seven  premises  were  treated. 

Insect  Pests 

.Ants  and  asps  were  the  most  frequent  cause  of  complaint  from 

householders . 

Offices,  Shops  6c  Railway  Premises  /get  19.63 

Routine  work  under  this  Act  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
wherever  plans  for  alterations  or  reconstruction  of  business  premises 
are  proposed,  discussion  with  the  developer  provides  for  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  this  .Act. 

Very  few  accidents  to  employees  are  reported  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  many  more  accidents  occur,  which  go  unreported. 


Inspection  &  Supervision  of  Food 


Pood  Hygiene 

The  promotion  of  high  standards  of  food  hygiene  is  a  continuous 
process.  It  involves  frequent  visits  to  food  premises;  repeated 
instruction  of  staff  and  employers  and  vigilance  as  to  operating 

conditions . 

All  this  work  is  very  time  consuming;  and  once  again  the  only 
comment  is  that  insufficient  tine  has  been  devoted  to  this  essential 
work  during  the  past  year. 

General  Food  Premises 

(a)  The  following  is  a  list  of  various  food  premises  in  the  Borough. 
This  town  serves  as  a  shopping  centre  for  a.  large  Rural  / rea  and  in 
consequence  the  number  of  shops  is  large  in  proportion  to  the 
population.

(b)  There  are  9  premises  in  the  Borough  which  come  within  the 
provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  ct,  1955. 

(c)  Inspections  of  food  premises  are  concentrated  on  those  trades 
where  unwrapped  food  is  handled.  Many  of  the  smaller  shops  deal 
almost  exclusively  in  wrapped  goods,  and  therefore  attention  can  be 
less  regular. 


. 
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I  am  of  the  opinion  that  every  food  premises  should  be 
inspected  on  average,  at  least  4  times  a  year.  This  means  approx¬ 
imately  600  inspections  per  annum,  and  at  the  present  time  this 
goal  is  far  from  attained. 

(d)  Most  of  the  food  which  is  condemned  as  being  unfit  is  of  the 
tinned  or  bottled  variety  and  is  disposed  of  by  burial  at  the 
refuse  tip. 

( e )  Pood  Sampling 

The  submission  of  samples  of  uncooked  and  cooked  meat  and 
other  products  has  been  undertaken  for  some  time  with  satisfactory 
results . 

In  1970,  47  samples  of  various  types  of  the  most  suspect  foods 
were  submitted  for  analysis.  None  of  these  were  found  to  be  unsat¬ 
isfactory. 

Eleven  complaints  from  customers  were  made  concerning  the 
fitness  of  various  foods,  most  of  which  concerned  foreign  bodies 
in  the  food.  Detailed  investigations  were  made  and  appropriate 
action  taken, 

M ilk  and  Dairies  administration

Close  contact  is  maintained  with  the  County  Council  Staff  and  this 
results  in  satisfactory  supervision. 

Staff 


Mrs.  Wearrnouth  continued  to  assist  me  most  ably  with  the 
Secretarial  work  of  the  department  throughout  the  year.  I  also 
wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  co-operation 

throughout  the  year. 

In  February  the  Council  accepted  an  oft  repeated  recommendation 
and  agreed  to  the  appointment  of  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector.  At  the  end  of  the  year  it  had  not  been  possible  to  fill 
this  vacancy.
